Alive  Faculty  A 

It  was  nearly  HO  years  uf'o,  on  April  1,  I8H9,  that 
Saint  Joseph’s  (’ollege  was  chartered.  Yet,  as  a  de^ree- 
urantin^  institution,  Saint  Joseph’s  is  yountf.  The  first 
Bachelor  decrees  were  not  awarded  until  June  of  193H — 
to  12  members  of  the  jfraduatinjr  class.  Then  came  the 
years  of  World  War  II,  enrollment  fell  severely,  and  the 
(’ollejie  was  faced  with  a  crisis.  Today  the  (’olle^e  still 
faces  problems,  some  seemingly  without  solutions,  and, 
as  in  the  early  1910’s,  a  few  individuals  are  calling  Saint 
Joseph’s  future  into  doubt. 

As  Saint  Joseph’s  nears  the  end  of  its  SOth  year  (its 
31st  year  as  a  four-year  college),  the  College’s  president. 
Father  ('harles  Banet,  in  comments  made  during  a  recent 
interview’,  realistically  appraises  the  College’s  present  and 
future. 


“Saint  Joseph’s  lias  many  things  going  for  it¬ 
self,”  says  Father  Banct.  “Among  tliem  is  a  facul¬ 
ty  which  is  alive  and  truly  interested  in  the  Col¬ 
lege’s  development.  I  would  say  the  faculty  profile 
this  year  is  the  best  we’ve  ever  had  at  Saint 
Joseph’s.” 

The  College  now  has  91  full-time  faculty  mem¬ 
bers,  about  one  for  every  15  students.  Besides 
their  teaching  assignments,  the  College’s  profes¬ 
sors  serve  on  committees  dealing  with  curriculum 
reform,  athletics,  admission  of  new  students  and 
several  other  important  areas. 

“A  solid  faculty  is  central  to  a  college  hoping 
to  provide  a  quality  education  for  our  young  men 
and  women,”  Father  Banet  states.  “.4t  this  time 
we  have  a  greater  percentage  of  doctors  on  our 
facult\'  than  ever  before,  and  many  others  are 
working  on  their  doctorates.  But  just  as  import¬ 
ant  as  scholarship  is  their  ability  to  teach.  We 
have  tried  to  maintain  a  faculty  of  excellent 
teachers  and  scholars,  and  we’ve  also  tried  to  pay 
them  salaries  commensurate  with  their  abilities. 
Our  facultx'  salary  scale  is  high,  as  high  at  that 
found  in  the  best  Catholic  colleges  and  univers¬ 
ities.” 

But  in  spite  of  its  faculty,  Saint  Joseph’s  faces 
serious  problems,  many  of  which  are  shared  by 
other  private  colleges.  The  main  problem  is  finan¬ 
cial— how  to  keep  revenues  increasing  at  the  same 
pace  as  costs.  'Tuition,  room  and  board  fees  do 
not  cover  the  cost  of  a  student’s  education  at 
Saint  Joseph’s,  and  any  substantial  raise  in  tuition 
would  probably  cause  enrollments  to  diminish. 

Additional  funds  are  required  not  only  for  con¬ 
tinued  operation,  but  also  for  improvements  to 
the  campus.  Two  projects  which  cannot  be  start¬ 
ed  until  money  is  available  are  a  new  library  and 
renovation  of  the  chapel.  And  several  hundred 
thousand  dollars  are  needed  to  expand  the  power 
and  heating  plant.  A  week  before  Thanksgiving, 
classes  had  to  be  suspended  because  of  boiler 
failure.  Funds  are  also  needed  to  make  improve¬ 
ments  in  dormitories,  laboratories  and  in  the  Col¬ 
lege’s  recreational  facilities. 

Tlie  College  is  also  making  a  commitment  to 
the  economically  underprivileged  student.  A  grad¬ 
ually  increasing  number  of  such  students  are 
expected  to  be  enrolled  at  Saint  Joseph’s.  Given 
a  limited  capacity  for  enrollment,  one  of  the  prob-

lems  is  finance:  providing  an  underprivileged 
student  with  a  scholarship  means  that  another 
student  who  is  able  to  pay  may  not  be  able  to 
attend. 

Father  Banet  is  uncertain  where  the  needed 
funds  will  come  from.  “We  now  receive  some 
help  from  the  Federal  Government  in  the  form 
of  loans  and  grants,  and  Indiana  busine.ss  firms 
have  made  contributions  through  the  .4.C.I. 
(A.ssoeiated  Colleges  of  Indiana)  of  which  Saint 
Joseph's  is  a  member.  Donations  from  alumni  and 
parents  have  also  been  helpfid.  Hopefully,  now 
that  we  have  inaugurated  a  deferred  giving  pro¬ 
gram  and  a  program  for  foundation  support.  Saint 
Joseph’s  may  obtain  the  funds  we  need  in  order 
to  provide  our  students  with  the  best  possible 
educational  facilities.” 

Father  Banet  believes  that  “the  future  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  lies  in  our  ability  to  innovate,  to  find 
new  ways  of  coping  with  skyrocketing  costs,  and 
to  meet  the  academic  challenge  of  state-support¬ 
ed  schools.  I  believe  w’e  are  beginning  to  do  these 
things  now.” 

Alumni  Board  Seeks 
$47,000  Fund  Goal 

At  their  summer  meeting  on  campus,  members 
of  the  Alumni  Board  of  Directors  adopted  a  res¬ 
olution  to  increase  the  goal  of  the  1968-69  Alumni 
Fund  by  50f— from  last  vear’s  $31,000  to  a  new 
goal  of  $47,000.  The  Board  also  approved  a  dead¬ 
line  of  April  1,  1969,  marking  the  first  time  that 
the  campaign  will  be  compressed  into  a  six-month 
period. 

If  the  alumni  reach  the  goal  of  T,\RGET  47-M, 
the  name  given  to  the  campaign,  it  w'ill  represent 
an  increase  of  more  than  350%  of  the  S12,CKX) 
raised  in  the  Alumni  Fund  campaign  of  1961, 
only  eight  years  ago.  At  that  time  the  College  had 
a  total  alumni  body  of  5,000  graduates  and  form¬ 
er  students.  The  current  figure  is  less  than  8,000 
—only  slightly  more  than  a  50%  increase  in  num¬ 
ber. 

Yet  Fund  chairman  Bernard  Balas  ’57  is  confi¬ 
dent  the  new  goal  of  $47,000  can  be  reached.  He 
explains  that  the  alumni  have  demonstrated  an 
increased  loyalty  to  Saint  Joseph’s  over  the  past 
five  years.  Furthermore,  the  College’s  voung  grad¬ 
uates— more  than  half  have  taken  their  degrees 
since  1960— are  beginning  to  reach  lex’els  of  in¬ 
come  where  it  is  possible  for  them  to  make  a  gift. 

To  help  reach  the  goal,  the  24  members  of  the 
Board  are  scheduling  local  fund-raising  phone-a- 
thons  in  each  of  their  geographical  areas.  Alumni 
have  already  conducted  phone-a-thons  in  Fort 
Wayne,  Hammond  and  Chicago. 

Whth  the  deadline  less  than  four  months  away, 
the  Fund  totals  are  approaching  $20,000  wdth  over 
400  alumni  having  made  a  donation.

The  frosh  made 
impressive  showings  in  all  three  season  games,  winning  two  of 
them.  Further,  as  a  team  they  have  a  fine  academic  rating 
—the  number  of  players  lost  because  of  grades  will  be  minimum. 

Saint  Joseph's 

To  Remain  In  ICC 

At  the  November  15  meeting  of  Indiana  Collegiate  Conference 
schools.  President  Charles  Banet  declared  Saint  Joseph’s 
intention  to  remain  a  member  of  the  athletic  conference.  When 
Ball  State  and  Indiana  State  withdrew  last  year,  the 
conference’s  future  became  uncertain.
